REPORT OF THE POLICE STUDY COMMISSION 


Following direction given at last year’s Town Meeting, the Police Study 
Commission has gathered information regarding the management, performance, and 
character of the Sugar Hill Police Department. Seeking professional and objective 
guidance, the Commission recommended and the Selectmen contracted a management 
study by the Professional Standards Committee of the NH Assoc. of Chiefs of Police. The 
completed report is available for review at the selectmen’s office. 


The NH Chiefs of Police study lists 36 recommendations for improving the 
department. We are pleased to report that some positive changes have already 
occurred. For instance, evidence is now kept in a secure location, and Chief Donovan 
and Board of Selectmen report regular and more productive communication. 


The Study Commission believes many recommendations contained in the Report 
are in the best interest of the town. 


After reviewing the Chiefs’ report, and our own year-long assessment of public 
concerns and Town needs, the Commission recommends action in these major areas: 


1. Personnel Policies. The Commission has determined, through review with the 
Chief's Assoc. and town counsel, that without written personnel polices, it is impossible 
to evaluate the performance of Town employees, including the Police Dept. Therefore it 
is most strongly recommended that the Selectmen put in place a Personnel Policy for 
employees that includes such areas as job descriptions, vacation and compensatory 
time, overtime, grievance and disciplinary procedures. 

2. Police coverage. To address the many concerns raised by citizens, the 
Police Dept., and Selectmen should develop a general coverage policy, including patrol 
responsibilities, on-call policies, vacant home checks, traffic control, and other special 
requirements. 

3. Police facilities. To increase police visibility, the Town’s sense of security, 
and meet requirements of a modern police department, the Commission believes the 
Police Dept. should be relocated to the Crapo Building, if and when it becomes available 
for Town offices. 


The Study Commission will continue to work with the Board of Selectmen, the 
Police Dept., and townspeople, with the goal of improving our police service. The 
Commission will continue to explore possibilities for the future, including alternatives such 
as a regional police force, contracting services, and redefining the personnel 
requirements of our department.

ARTICLE 2. (To vote by Official Ballot) 
To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 11 of the existing Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance 


relating to Light Commercial Use. The official copy of the amendment is on file and available 
to the public at the Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting. The 
following question is on the official ballot: 

“Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendment of Article 11 of the existing Sugar Hill 
Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board?” (The Planning Board recommends 
the adoption of this amendment.) The purpose of the amendment is to remove some of the 
restrictions from the Light Commercial section to better enable some businesses to operate 
in our Town and help share in the tax burden.

ARTICLE 3. (To vote by Official Ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Flood Plain Development Ordinance to 
conform with the New Hampshire Flood Plain Development Ordinance which meets the 
requirements of Section 60.3(b) of the National Flood Plain Insurance Regulations. The 
following question will appear on the official ballot: 


“Are you in favor of amending the existing Flood Plain Development Ordinance so that it 
will conform with the New Hampshire Flood Plain Development Ordinance and Section 60.3(b) 
of the National Flood Plain Insurance Regulations?” (The Planning Board recommends the 
adoption of thisamendment. Copies of the Ordinance are available in the Town Clerk’s Office 
and will be on display the day of the meeting.) 


The purpose of this amendment is to bring our Flood Plain Development Ordinance in conformity 
with the New Hampshire Flood Plain Ordinance and Section 60.3(b) of the National Flood 
Plain Insurance Regulations.

Town Meeting was called to order by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. at 7:30 PM after closing 
the polls of the newest and best Town in the State of New Hampshire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State of 
New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, will be held at the Meetinghouse on Tuesday, March 12, 1996, at 7:30 PM to 
act on the following subjects: 


Moderator Whitney stated that we had voted by ballot on Article 1, 2 and 3. The return of 
posting was read by the Moderator. Mr. Whitney stated it was signed by the Selectmen of 
Sugar Hill and would suggest they are the best dressed Selectmen in the State of New 
Hampshire. 


Michael and Meri Hern of Hilltop Inn were thanked by Moderator Whitney for the wonderful 
meals they provide free of charge to the election officials. This was done at the Primary 
in February and again this evening. They are greatly enjoyed and appreciated. It is a lovely 
civic gesture. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town Charges 
and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget. 


Moderator Whitney said he would read each item and if anyone had a question they should 
raise their hand and be recognized by the chair. 
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Moved by Bruce Perlo, seconded by William Pinney. 


Deborah McIlwaine asked what the legal expense was for. Selectman Williams replied to 
cover any legal questions we might have during the year or to have a line item if we are 
taken to court to draw from. 


Maxine Aldrich asked about the Insurance. Selectman Williams replied that we are now 
required to line item the insurance. It is now taken out of each department. 


There being no further discussion the Moderator asked all in favor of Article 4 to signify 
by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to withdraw the accumulated interest accrued 
during 1994 and 1995 from the Cemetery Trust Funds for cemetery maintenance. (The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by William Pinney, seconded by Janet Wakefield. 


No discussion. All in favor of Article 5 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. 
The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to withdraw Five Thousand dollars ($5,000) from 
the Annie Ankers Trust Fund to prepare for the expansion of the Sunnyside Cemetery onto 
presently town owned land as proposed by the Cemetery Commission. (The Selectmen 
recommend this article.) 


Moved by Deborah McIlwaine, seconded by Bruce Perlo. 
No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 6 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 7. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Two Hundred dollars ($1,200) to be placed in the Gale River Gravel Bar Expendable Trust 
Fund. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Joseph Cushing, seconded by Laurence Ring. 
No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 7 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 8. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Five Hundred dollars ($5,500) to be placed in the Police Capital Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Philip Robertson, seconded by Bruce Perlo. 
No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 8 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seventeen 
Thousand Five Hundred dollars ($17,500) to be placed in the Highway Department Heavy 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Mitchell Vincent, seconded by Laurence Ring. 
No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 9 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 10. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Five Hundred dollars ($5,500) to be placed in the Meetinghouse Capital Reserve Fund. (The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by John McIlwaine, seconded by Frances Hrynio. 
No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 10 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty 
Seven Thousand dollars ($27,000) to be placed in the Fire Department Heavy Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Bruce Perlo, seconded by Harold Aldrich. 
Laurence Ring asked what piece of equipment is under consideration. 


Selectman Pinkham replied the fire department wants to replace their 20 year old truck next 
year. They would like to rebuild the present truck or buy a cab and chassis. No further 
discussion. 


All in favor of Article 11 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 12. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand 
dollars ($10,000) to be placed in a Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund and to create a Revenue 
Reserve Fund in which to place these monies. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by William Pinney, seconded by Laurence Ring. 
Discussion followed. 


Meri Hern asked for an explanation. Selectman Bielefield stated our last revaluation was 
in 1987 which will make it almost 12 years by the time we are ready to do it again assuming 
we put in $10,000.00 each year for the next three years. It is recommended we do a revaluation 
every ten years. The Selectmen feel it is better to ask for three increments opposed to the 
whole amount at one time. No further discussion. 


All in favor of Article 12 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three 
Thousand Five Hundred dollars ($3,500) to cover the cost of repainting the Meetinghouse. (The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Meri Hern, seconded by Deborah McIlwaine. 


Harry Levin asked if this was the exterior or interior of the building. Selectman Williams 
answered the exterior. The name of the person is available from the Selectmens’ office. 


All in favor of Article 18 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen to appoint a Police 
Study Commission to study town policing and to recommend a course for the future. (The 
Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Lee Williams, seconded by Frances Hrynio. 
Discussion followed. 


All in favor of Article 14 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. One no vote. 


ARTICLE 15. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Hundred 
dollars ($500) to be placed in the Historical Museum Expendable Trust Fund. (The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Mitchell Vincent, seconded by Frances Hrynio. No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 15 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate an amount not to 
exceed Twelve Thousand dollars ($12,000) for the purchase of a new chipper for the Highway 
Department. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Bruce Perlo, seconded by Lee Williams. 
No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 16 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town wishes to direct the Selectmen to appoint a Highway 
Study Committee to review the University of New Hampshire report on town highways and 
to recommend to the town at the 1997 Town Meeting how best to implement the results of 
that study. 


Moved by James McCusker, seconded by William Pinney. 
Discussion followed. 


William Pinney hopes the committee will include a master plan of capital appropriations that 
will be in the Town Report. People forget from year to year what has been approved. This 
should be reviewed by the Planning Board through a public hearing so that everyone is totally 
familiar with what we plan to spend over the next five to six years on capital improvements 
for the Town of Sugar Hill. 


Jule Young asked if we had the report of what was done in 1995. 


Selectman Bielefield replied the UNH Civil Engineering Department gave us a report. It 
is voluminous and very detailed. They went over each road. They did a very thorough job 
in recommending what each road needs. Selectman Williams stated a few thousand dollars 
was left over from the study and it was used to resurface part of Sunset Hill to see how 
it would stand up as it was done over the existing base. This was to have better information 
when the committee goes through the report to direct us. We need to know what we are 
going to do and decide if we are going to use bonding, capital reserve or whatever to fund 
it. Many things have to be gone over before we present it to the voters at next years Town 
Meeting. Anne Foss asked if we have a Capital Reserve Fund for road 
maintenance. Selectman Williams answered no. 


One million seven is the figure quoted if done now. This would mean bonding and a big 
shot at one time. 


John McIlwaine asked if there would be any State or Federal funds available. Selectman 
Williams said they would look into it. 


Paula Wolcott asked if there is a problem with our roads that required the study. Selectman 
Williams replied the roads need some work. They don’t have a sound basis and we are putting 
more traffic on them each year and heavier trucks using them. We are trying to plan ahead.

All in favor of Article 17 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes’ 
have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate an amount not to 
exceed Sixty Seven Thousand dollars ($67,000.00) to replace the Highway Department Chevrolet 
truck which has been declared a total loss by NHMA Insurance, and to remove Fifty Two 
Thousand Nine Hundred dollars ($52,900.00) from the Highway Capital Reserve Fund. The 
remaining cost will come from the insurance payoff and salvage. (The Selectmen strongly 
recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Bruce Perlo, seconded by Mitchell Vincent. 
Discussion followed. 
Irene Amsbary asked if the truck was totaled why are we still using it. 


Selectman Pinkham replied that it had been declared a total loss by the NHMA Insurance 
Co. The frame is twisted. It can be used in its current state to plow and sand but not as 
a dump truck. It has been rolled over twice by two different drivers on the Blake Road. We 
have received a settlement for it. 


Fred Hunt asked a number of questions concerning the make of truck wanted, if state bids 
had been checked, specks, warranty, etc. 


Answers were given by Selectman Pinkham and Road Agent Douglas Glover. 


The wording of the article was confusing to the voters. The wording raise and appropriate 
must be included. 


Laurence Ring brought to the Selectmens’ attention that the figures were not correct. After 
checking them the Selectmen agreed that Mr. Ring was absolutely right. 


Moved by Laurence Ring to amend Article 18 to raise the figure of $52,900 to $56,000, seconded 
by William Pinney. All in favor of the amendment were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, 
opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. All in favor of Article 18 as amended 
were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. One opposed. 


ARTICLE 19. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Hundred 
dollars ($500.00) for the support of the Big Brothers/Big Sisters of Northern New Hampshire 
program administered by the Tri-County Community Action Program. Agreeable toa petition 
by ten (10) voters. (The Selectmen do not recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by William Pinney, seconded by Margaret Wend to reject this Aritcle. 
Thomas Golden asked why the Selectmen do not recommend this Article. 


Selectman Williams replied that it was by petition and came in late. It should be a line 
item under Article 4. We do not know what benefit this has for the Town of Sugar 
Hill. Selectman Williams asked the Executive Director to send the Selectmen a letter in 
advance next year of Town Meeting and explain what they do and what they would like us 
to do for a line item in the budget. We are not against this but don’t see how we can be 
for it. 
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No further discussion. 


All in favor of rejecting Article 19 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The 
“Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 20. To transact such other business as may legally come before this meeting. 


Mitchell Vincent on behalf of the Crapo Trustees wished to give recognition to the benevolence 
of Henry Crapo who built the Town school 47 years ago. Mr. Crapo had established a 50 
year locked in Trust with the $4400.00 left in his building fund. 


This money which has grown to $600,000.00 will be coming this year to benefit Sugar Hill 
residents as they use the Crapo building for community betterment. The Trustees welcome 
the voters interest and recommendations. 


Mitchell Vincent nominated Philip Struhsacker as a Trustee of the Carolina Crapo 
Trust. Seconded by William Pinney. There being no further nominations the Moderator 
asked for a vote. All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The 
“Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


Moved we adjourn the meeting. Seconded. All in favor were asked to signify by saying 
“Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed.

Polls will close at 7:30 p.m. unless the Town votes 
to keep the polls open to a later hour. All other Articles will be presented, discussed and acted 
upon starting at 7:30 p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: To vote by nonpartisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 
One Selectman to serve for a term of three (8) years; 
One Selectman to serve for a term of one (1) year; 
A Town Treasurer to serve for a term of one (1) year; 
A Town Clerk to serve for a term of one (1) year; 
A Tax Collector to serve for a term of one (1) year; 
An Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of one (1) year; 
A Library Trustee to serve for a term of three (8) years; 
A Town Auditor to serve for a term of one (1) year; 
A Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of three (3) years; 
Two Zoning Board of Adjustment Members to serve for a term of three (8) years; 
Two Board of Cemetery Trustees to serve for a term of three (3) years; 
And such other Town Officers as may be required by law. 


ARTICLE 2: (To vote by Official Ballot)

ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town wishes to amend the existing agreement under Section 218 
of the Social Security Act by excluding the services performed by election workers for a 
calendar year in which the remuneration paid for such service is less than $1,000.00. (The 
Selectmen recommend this article.) 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) to move the Town Offices and the Richardson Memorial Library to the 
Crapo Memorial Building. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) to repair the Sugar Hill Meetinghouse Clock. (The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation.) 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a lease 
agreement for the purpose of leasing a pick-up truck for the Highway Department, and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00) for the first year’s 
payment for that purpose. (Majority Vote Required) (The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation.) 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate an amount not to exceed

ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to modify the elderly exemptions from property tax 
in the Town of Sugar Hill, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: for 
a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $10,000.00; for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, 
$15,000.00; for a person 80 years of age or older $20,000.00. To qualify, the person must have 
been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years, own the real estate individually or jointly, 
or if the real estate is owned by such person’s spouse, they must have been married for at least 
5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $13,400.00 or, if 
married, a combined net income of less than $20,400.00; and own net assets not in excess of 
$35,000.00 excluding the value of the person’s residence. (The Selectmen recommend this 
article.) 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed Three 
Thousand Three Hundred Dollars ($3,300.00) for the purchase of a commercial replacement 
dishwasher for the Sugar Hill Meetinghouse. The Willing Workers Society is prepared to pay 
one half of the cost of the unit. Agreeable to a petition by ten (10) voters. (The Selectmen do not 
recommend this appropriation.) 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed One 
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($150.00) for the North Country YMCA’s programs offered throughout 
the year to the families and citizens of the Town of Sugar Hill. Agreeable to a petition by ten 
(10) voters. (The Selectmen do not recommend this appropriation.) 


ARTICLE 22: To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

In our 1995 report we assumed that in September 1996 the school building and this fund 
would be transferred to new owners. However, legal procedures work slowly. It now appears 
that the property transfer from the Lafayette Regional School District to the new owners may 


take place early in 1997. 


During the year we established the basis for separating the fund into a principal fund and 
an income fund to be used for building maintenance. All dividends, previously reinvested, are 
now being deposited directly to a newly opened savings account to accumulate as income funds. 


Since the new owners will appoint a new Board of Trustees, we have continued our portfolio 


of investments intact, leaving changes for the new Board. 


Our total portfolio increased 10.4% to $638,378.86 at December 31, 1996.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 


As in the past a Certified Public Accountant has reviewed the various financial reports of 
the Town and submitted the proper reports to the State Municipal Service Department. The 
Town Auditor has done the actual auditing. All reports and controls appear to be in good order. 


The Town Auditor has assisted in getting software on the computer in the Selectmen’s 
Office and the expansion of the computer system to the work of the Town Treasurer and 
Tax Collector. 


The State of New Hampshire requires that all towns be much more specific about how trust 
funds may be used at some future time. In addition, the rate of return on trust funds is very 
low. Therefore the Town Auditor has strongly recommended the elimination of as many 
expendable trust funds as seems reasonable. Such funds that are voted in year after year 
should be part of the Town’s regular budgeted expense for that year. 


For some time the Town Auditor has strongly urged the Selectmen to provide better 
control of logging in Town. At this date there are over 50 Intents to Cut Wood or Timber in 
Sugar Hill. The Selectmen have no way of knowing whether the Town is receiving the proper 
tax monies involved. A Town Forester should be hired as soon as possible to give better control 
of logging practices and the proper reporting on what has been logged. The Forester expense 
should be part of the Conservation Commissions budget.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


There’s an adage that change is the only constant. The past year was certainly an 
example! Selectman Bill Williams moved from Town and resigned making it necessary to 
appoint a replacement. A multitude of excellent candidates made the selection process most 
difficult. So we drew names and David Southworth was selected to complete the year. We want 
to Thank all of those who asked to be considered. Any one would have been an excellent choice. 
After over four years of service our Administrative Assistant, Carolyn Drechnowicz, moved to 
New Hampshire’s Lakes Region and resigned. We advertised for candidates, outlined the job, 
and interviewed those interested, and chose Jennifer Gaudette of Franconia. We express our 
deep appreciation to both Carolyn and Bill for their service to Sugar Hill, and welcome 
Jennifer and David in their stead. 


The Town has faced a number of challenges. We have pretty much completed the Police 
Study, and should have the results shortly. All in all, the study showed no glaring problems, but 
did indicate several areas to which we need to give attention. On the subject of police, we 
welcome Terence Lynn as our officer, and congratulate Chief Donovan on his successful efforts 
in finding Terry. At the same time, we appreciate no longer needing to operate with a single 
full time policeman. 


Costs continue a challenge. There is the continuing need to replace and update our Town 
equipment. Unfortunately, we don’t expect this need will ever cease, and no single 
department is exempt! The cost of fuel, road oil, sand, and just about everything we use seems 
to increase annually. Where this will lead we have no idea. However, because of the amount of 
unpaid property taxes outstanding, over $100,000.00, we will publish the list of landowners in 
arrears in next year’s Annual Report. 


At the moment there are some twenty logging operations going on in Town. We are 
totally at the mercy of the logger in getting an accurate Report of Cut upon which yield taxes 
depend. Without suggesting that either the logger or landowner is dishonest, or would 
attempt to report a lesser amount than actually harvested, we feel it our fiduciary 
responsibility to have someone oversee this area and, therefore, recommend strongly the Town 
authorize a Town Forester. Every comment we have received from many sources suggests this 
person will more than pay for him/her self. 


On the horizon is the potential of a move of Town Offices to the former Crapo School. To 
many this seems to be a logical solution since it will insure that the Town meets the American’s 
With Disabilities Act in providing access to both the Town Clerk/Tax Collector’s office as well 
as that of the Selectmen. Additionally, it appears that such a move would allow 
a savings of between $50,000 and $100,000 in making our Town Library handicapped 
accessible. 


Lastly, we continue to work for, and cooperate with, the citizens of the Town. There 
are, however, restrictions placed upon us by many laws and regulations. Within these 
constraints, we will do our best to continue to make Sugar Hill “the best and newest town in 
New Hampshire”.

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PLANNING BOARD 


1996 has been a year of change and learning for the Planning Board. After Town Meeting 
we had 5 new members. Fortunately, Paul Pinkham, the ex-officio selectman member, was 
previously a regular member. 


We have improved our level of knowledge about Planning Board matters. The North 
Country Council provided a training video with a workshop. Five members also attended a 
series of three seminars on municipal law in September. 


We changed our procedures to make them more understandable and easier to follow. For 
example the Board is developing a checklist for residents who are contemplating a subdivision. 
We plan to have it available in March. 


There were no major subdivisions requested in 1996. There were a number of minor 
subdivisions and boundary line adjustments approved. 


In previous years there have been requests from citizens to take steps to enlarge our tax 
base without changing the rural character of Sugar Hill. We proposed and the voters at the 
1996 Town Meeting adopted a revision of the Zoning Regulations to ease the restrictions on 
light commercial zones. 


The Planning Board wants to reflect the desires of the townspeople. We are always open to 
discuss ways to improve procedures and regulations. The zoning regulations are approved by 
the voters of the Town. If you want changes please let us know your ideas. The Planning Board 
meets on the first Tuesday of each month at the meeting house. All citizens are welcome. 

I want to thank all of the members of the Board for their interest and dedication. I can 
assure all the residents that we are striving to continue Sugar Hill as the Best Small Town in 
the state.

The department responded to 36 calls in 1996 compared to 33 in 1995, and 21 in 1994.

In addition, we went to the aid of our neighboring towns 8 times. Fortunately, we did not 
have a structure fire in Sugar Hill, nor did we have to call on our neighbors for assistance in 
1996. 


In May, seven of our members attended the 2 day fire school in Wells River, Vt., which is 
sponsored annually by our fire mutual aid system. Classes taken by our members included 
Forest Fire Fighting, Use of Large Diameter Hose, Inspections and Codes, Basic Pumping, 
Class A Foam, and “What to do in the First Five Minutes”. Classes were taught by certified 
state instructors from Vermont and New Hampshire. 


One of our members, Gordon Johnk, became a State Certified Level One Firefighter, 
having completed the 120 hour training course sponsored by the State of New Hampshire Fire 
Service Standards & Training Division. The department now has 1 Career Level Firefighter, 
and 8 Level One Firefighters. 


One of our members also attended a one day course in Whitefield provided by the Dupont 
Chemical Co. on the handling of transportation accidents involving hazardous materials. 


As a result of a review of our on scene emergency lighting equipment, we installed a new 
truck mounted cable reel, with new cable and distribution box. 


We began a program of developing Standard Operating Guidelines, to assist our members 
in handling fires and incidents effectively. We have completed guidelines for Chimney Fires, 
and for Motor Vehicle Fires and Accidents. 


During 1996, we began a review of water sources in town, and improved the fire ponds at 
the church on Rt. 117, the fire station, and the pond on Toad Hill Rd. near the Easton Rd. 


Citizens are reminded that the 911 number is for emergencies only. Should you need to 


contact the police, fire department, or FAST squad for other purposes, you may call 823-8123 
24 hours a day for assistance.

No report would be complete without an expression of thanks to the citizens of Sugar Hill 
for their support and assistance this past year, and to the Franconia and Easton Fire 
Departments, as well as the Franconia Life Squad, for always being there when we needed 
them.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing any open 
burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year 
in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the N.H. Division of Forests and Lands, Forest 
Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with forest fire 
suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and 
timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws 
please call our office at 271-2217. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
1996 Annual Report 


This has been a very busy year at the Council. We completed 53 local and regional projects 
and were directly responsible for the investment of $7.0 million in local infrastructure 
projects by federal or state funding sources. In cooperation with the NH Department of 
Transportation, the Council was involved in the development and implementation of $16.5 
million of transportation projects on the Ten Year Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). 
NCC was called upon many times each day to provide local technical advice, be “on call” for 
our members, respond to questions or provide guidance to land use boards, development 
corporations, boards of selectmen, chambers of commerce and civic groups. There are over 
300 of these local bodies in the region and this last year saw us interacting with most of them at 
least once and many of them on numerous occasions. In addition, we convened numerous 
meetings, hearings and informational sessions on regional environmental, regulatory, 
development, permitting and public policy issues. Similarly, we provided advice, technical 
assistance and guidance on a weekly basis to businesses, public agencies and non-profit 
corporations. This last year, we responded to more than 200 requests for data, direction and 
advice from a very diverse mix of businesses, agencies and organizations. Beyond these 
requests, we have continued to maintain a regular dialogue with those state agencies that 
depend on us for a “linkage” to the communities of the North Country. 


A new beginning for the Council was the opening of the North Country Council 
Development Center, located at the historic Rocks Estate in Bethlehem. The Center is the site 
of NCC’s offices, the offices of the NH State Library and the North Country Arts Alliance. 
This next year will see the addition of another four tenants in spaces that will be ready for 
occupancy in the summer of 1997. Equally important to its function as a home for all these and 
other important regional resources, the Center will function as a research/demonstration site, 
partnership facilitator, conference center, source of market information and communication 
vehicle for the North Country of New Hampshire. 


During 1996, the Center hosted teams of planners from the Netherlands, Central America, 
the Caribbean, and Eastern Europe. Through these meetings we have gained a mutual 
understanding of the planning and development challenges we face as a world community. 
More specifically, these visits have provided us with an opportunity to learn new approaches to 
conserve resources and foster appropriate development, as well as make many new friends. 


This year has been a watershed year for the Council. We have enhanced our staff capacity; 
we have undergone significant internal strengthening and we have restructured and 
reorganized, all in an effort to respond to regional need. Our goal, however, remains the same: 
to provide support and leadership to the region, its governments, businesses and citizens.

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NH EXECUTIVE COUNCIL - DISTRICT ONE REPORT 


It is an honor to report to you as a member of the New Hampshire Executive Council. The 
Executive Council is five in number and serves much like a Board of Directors at the top of 
your Executive Branch of State Government in Concord. We vote on most contracts over 
$2,500 to outside agencies, individuals and municipalities, also major permits to use state 
waters, 267 unclassified positions as Commissioners and Directors within the 
Executive Branch of State Government, and the entire Judicial Branch of NH State 
Government is voted in by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Executive Council. 
We also vote on gubernatorial nominations of hundreds of citizens to various boards and 
commissions as prescribed by NH Law. 


Anyone desiring further information should write or call our State House Office (listed 
below). 


Citizens in this region should be attentive to several projects: 


1) The statewide Health Care Council’s 18 month planning project will be coming to 
conclusion in December of 1997. There are three very active Councils in this District. 
Information can be obtained by calling Commissioner Terry Morton, Department of Health 
and Human Services at 1-800-852-3345. 


2) The ten year highway planning process will be underway this coming summer and 
fall. I will be conducting at least three hearings in this district to ascertain regional needs. 
Information on this project can be obtained by calling Commissioner Leon Kenison, 
Department of Transportation at 271-3735. 


3) The NH Joint Tourist Promotional Program will, I expect, be funded at least with 
$500,000 to be matched by local Chamber of Commerce and tourists groups to promote your 
region. Information on this program is available from Commissioner Robb Thomson, 
Department of Resources and Economic Development at 271-2411. 


4) There is approximately $172,000 waiting to be matched by local economic 
development promotion dollars from local groups. Information can be obtained on this 
program from Director Norman Storrs, Economic Development at 271-2341. 


5) There is about 10 million dollars waiting for applications from local governments for 
Community Development Block Grants to improve your local town and area. 
Information on how to apply can be obtained by calling Director Jeff Taylor, Office of State 
Planning at 271-2155. 


6) Local towns, cities, counties and eligible organizations should be aware of the large 
Federal and State Surplus Distribution Programs (the state surplus distribution center is open 
to the public at White Farm on Clinton Street in Concord, NH on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays.)

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WHITE MOUNTAIN MENTAL HEALTH 
AND DEVELOPMENTAL SERVICES 
DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


All Persons Have the Right to Meaningfully Participate in the Life of Their Community 


This is the mission statement of White Mountain Mental Health and Developmental 
Services. For more than a quarter of a century, our staff has worked to assure that individuals 
with mental illness or a developmental disability receive the supports to allow this mission to 
be a reality. 


Many Sugar Hill residents have been able to remain living and working productively in 
their community due to the assistance of WMMH&DS. Psychiatric hospitalizations, 
residential treatment of children, and institutionalizations of persons with a developmental 
disability are now exceedingly rare due to the availability of community based supports. 
Sugar Hill residents also have access to high quality, professional counseling for family 
problems, depression and substance abuse through White Mountain Mental Health. Our 
counselors are available at our main office in Littleton, and at our satellite offices at Lisbon 
High School and at 27 Central Street in Woodsville. Not only do the recipients of services 
benefit from this intervention, but also the community. The cost of unaddressed emotional 
problems are felt in many different forms, including the quality of family life, the productivity 
of our work force and the safety of our streets. 


During 1996 White Mountain Mental Health and Developmental Services provided the 
following to Sugar Hill residents: 


¢ 11 hours of outpatient counseling services to 2 Sugar Hill residents who were either 
uninsured or partially insured. The full cost of these services was $715. 


¢ Extensive supports, including housing, vocational services and family support to persons 
with serious developmental disabilities. These supports helped make it possible for these 
individuals to live and work in their community. 


¢ Developmental assessments, case management, in-home support, speech therapy, 
physical therapy, and occupational therapy to families with infants or toddlers diagnosed 
with some form of developmental delay. These services are provided regardless of ability 
to pay. 


* Perhaps most importantly, emergency services are available 24 hours per day, seven days 
per week to assist individuals, families, hospitals and law enforcement in managing 
psychiatric emergencies. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the people of Sugar Hill for their support over 
the past twenty five years. We continue to look to you, our community partners, to help us to 
continue to provide excellent services in this era of abundant problems and scarce 
resources.

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NORTH COUNTRY HOME HEALTH AGENCY 
Report of 1996 Services 


North Country Home Health Agency celebrated 25 Years of Quality Home Care in 1996 
by providing 40,411 home visits to 688 North Country residents. An additional 700 individuals 
took advantage of the care available at NCHHA community clinics offering influenza immuni- 
zation, blood pressure and blood sugar monitoring and foot care. 


Quality, consumer orientated health care is vital to the physical and economic health of the 
North Country. In collaboration with other area health care providers, North Country Home 
Health Agency applied for and was granted funding from the State of New Hampshire Health 
Care Transition Fund to develop a Community Health Management Organization (CHMO). 
NCHHA has partnered with Ammonoosuc Community Health Services, Lafayette Center, 
Littleton Regional Hospital and White Mountain Mental Health and Developmental Services 
in the CHMO Grant Program. The goals of the CHMO are to improve ease of access to care 
and sharing of information among area health care providers; to develop a model of local com- 
munity input into health care; and reduce administrative duplication among members. 


NCHHA is always aware of the changes in the health care system and is constantly work- 
ing to transition services and programs to meet the needs of the consumer, which in health 
care means the client and family as well as the insurance company, the physician and managed 
care. NCHHA is in the midst of implementing a Plan for Sensible Operation to insure that 
NCHHA remains able, in the face of increasingly limited local, state and national resources, to 
provide quality home care to those in need. 


North Country Home Health Agency remains an independent, community based provider 
of care. We appreciate the financial support your community has shown in the past for the 
programs and services of NCHHA and we look forward to meeting the home health care needs 
of the North Country far into the next century.

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HOSPICE OF THE LITTLETON AREA 
1996 Annual Report 


Hospice of the Littleton Area has completed its seventh year of providing volunteer 
services to residents of area communities. Our service area included the towns of Littleton, 
Bethlehem, Twin Mountain, Franconia, Sugar Hill, Easton, Lisbon, Lyman, Landaff, Monroe, 
Bath and Woodsville/Haverhill. 


Our Director and volunteers provided supportive care at home, in hospitals, and in nursing 
homes to 45 individuals and families coping with the advanced and final stages of illness. 


Our organization was very pleased this year to again offer support to two (2) new area 
programs. We continued to provide volunteer services to the North Country Home Health 
Agency’s Medicare Hospice Program and we again offered supportive care to patients and 
families in the Hospice Room of Littleton Regional Hospital. 


Our Hospice Program also conducted three support groups which were free of charge and 
open to the public. The Cancer Support Group, Breast Cancer Support Group and 
Bereavement Support Group offered a supportive and caring place to share feelings and 
experiences guided by a trained counselor. Thirty (30) individuals attended these support groups 
in 1996. 


Volunteers gave over 1500 hours in the provision of services. 

Our Hospice conducts a yearly nine (9) week long, eighteen (18) hour Hospice Volunteer 
Training Program for individuals interested in becoming volunteers or in increasing their 
knowledge about Hospice care. We now have over 100 trained volunteers available to support 
area residents. 

There is NO CHARGE to patients or families for the services of Hospice of the Littleton 
Area. This service is made possible largely through the generous support provided by the 
twelve (12) towns that we serve. Without the support of Town Funding we would be unable to 


continue to provide services to the many patients and families we serve. 


Your support of Hospice of the Littleton Area is greatly appreciated as we enter our eighth 
year of providing care to residents of area communities.
